Condemnation of the killing of Den- 
nis Hubert, negro student at More- 
house college, was voiced Monday by 
the Atlanta Christian Council and the 
Methodist preachers of Atlanta, while 
John A. Manget, treasurer of a citi- 
zens relief committee, issued a state- 
ment that, the committee has received 
widespread response to an appeal for 


contributions. 

Six of the seven white men indicted 
for the murder of Hubert will go on 
trial in Fulton superior court this 
morning. The seventh is still at 
large. ee. 

Commendation of The Constitution’s 
Sunday editorial on the Hubert mur- 
der was voiced by the Atlanta Chris- 
tian Council, while the Methodist 
preachers of Atlanta called upon “the 
white citizenry to join in protest” 
against such outrages and “in a de- 
mand that the laws be upheld and 
enforced in these cases.” 

Mr. Manget reported that checks 
for the rebuilding of the burned home 
of the father of the murdered student, 
were coming in in all denominations 
from civic organizations, working girls, 
a former governor, city and county of- 
ficials, ministers, well known women 
and every other walk of life.

C., July 21.—Sen- 
ater Cole .L. Blease, veteran of 40 
years’ stormy, political activity 
South Carolina, and his two oppo- 
nents for the democratic nomination 
in the August 26 primary, today car- 
ried their campaign for support into 
the heavy-votitng Piedmont area of 
the state. 

The county-to-county campaign, a 
unique South Carolina institution in- 
volving joint debates among the can- 
didates in every county seat, was sus- 
pended for a week, but Senator 
Blease, former Congressman James F. 
Byrnes, of Spartanburg, and Solicitor 
Leon W. Harris, of Anderson, made 
individuai appeals at various points. 
The joint campaign will. be resumed 
next week. 


Blease, serving his first term as 
junior United States senator, has ask- 
ed re-election upon the basis of his 
record: Harris, a young World War 
veteran and former secretary to the 
late Senator Ben (Pitchfork) Tillman, 
has assailed that record upon every 
stump, while Byrnes, ignoring _ his 
rivals, has based his claim for sup- 
port upon his record of 14 years as a 
member of congréss from the second 
South Carolina district. 

The campaign of the triumvirate of 
toga seekers has failed to uevelop the 
intense ~°rtisanship and public feel- 
ing so characteristic of some _ of 
Blease’s carlier days, when he made a 
wide reputation as a fire eater of the 
hustings. 

“An echo of the old Blease days was 
heard when the candidates spoke at 
Union, scene of a recent lynching. 

Repeating a declaration that 
years ago brought him much publicity, 
Senator Bilease asserted, “if the con- 
stitution ever stands between me and 
the virtue of a white woman, then I 
say ‘to hell with the constitution.’ ” 

Harris has criticised the senator for 
his alleged support of Joseph W. Tol- 
bert, as national execu.ive committee- 
man of the republican party, notwith- 
standing charges that Tolbert -+had sold 
postmasterships; for his alleged vote 
against a “jim erow” measure _ fo

service. He has also criticised Blease 
for his re peference to South 
Americans as “half-breeds and ne- 
roes.”’ 

The senator has made no reply to 
the verbal bombardment. of his rec- 
ord by his young t who a few 
years ago played football and baseball 
at Washington and Lee. 

Byrnes, defeated by Blease in 1924 
by 2,300 votes out of 200,000, has ad- 
vocated farm and industrial relief, 
suggesting adoption of the export de- 
nture plan and an economic alliazice 
between the’ west and the south as 
steps toward this goal. He. has spok- 
en in favor’of ratification of the Lon- 
don naval treaty. 

None of the three candidates has 
discussed prohibition. Senator Blease 
has at various times announced that 
he voted for proposed dry laws be- 
cause he believed the sentiment of his 
eonstitutents was thus expressed. 
Byrnes has declaréd that there has 
been “too much’ talk of liquor and the 
negro” and too little about grave 
problems of economic welfare. Harris 
has not given his probibition views, 
but has advocated the payment of a 
cash bonus to World War soldiers, 
and a general policy for promoting 
more amicable relations | tween the 
United States and other nations of 
the world.

Lack of powder marks on the tem- 
ple, where entered the bullet which 
took his life Saturday at his Long 
Island estate, led to an extended in- 
vestigation of his death by authori- 
ties, but the inquiry was dropped to- 
day and the death was officially. list- 
ed as “suicide ; reason, melancholy.” 

His body was removed today to a 
vault in a Brooklyn cemetery to await 
Mrs. Black’s arrtval from Ireland. 
She left for home yesterday.

U. S. Court Upholds 
LaVarre Partnership 


NEW ORLEANS, July 21.—(4)— 
William LaVarre and Harold Hall 
were equal partners in the publica- 
tion of four daily . hewspapers in 
South Carolina and Georgia, in *the 
opinion handed down today by the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
sustaining thé decision of the federal 
ilistrict court of the southern district 
of Georgia. 

Under the decision the corporation 
formed by Hall and LaVarre to pub- 
lish the newspapers on funds obtained 
from the International Paper Com- 
pany would be dissolved and a spe- 
cial master appointed to handle its 
affairs. 

Halil and LaVarre went into the 
courts when they failed to agree on 
operation of the properties after the 
federal trade commission had brought 
out that the’ publishers were backed 
by the International Paper Company 
and the company had demanded pay- 
ment of $870,000 which it claimed it 
had loaned to the operators. 

LaVarre claimed that Hall was 
only an employe, while Hall contend- 
ed he was an equal partner in the 
publishing business. The Georgia dis- 
trict court issued an injunction to 
restrain LaVarre from transferring 
stock of the corporation to his nathe 
and ordered the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. 

The case finally came to the court 
of appeals. 

During the litigation other legal 
angles were taken into the courts and 
at one time LaVarre was prevented 
from entering the newspaper build- 
ings. 

The corporation published the Au- 
gusta (Ga.) Chronicle, Columbia (S. 
CU.) Record, the Spartanburg Herald 
and the Spartanburg Journal.

Candidate for Governor 
‘Conclave Hears Reports, . 


Would Take Vote From 
Negro; Talk by Ruth- 
erford. 


MACON, Ga.,. July 21.—(#)—The 
repeal of the 14th and 15th amend- 
ments to the constitution was advo- 
cated by E. D. Rivers, former senator 
and present candidate for governor, 
at an address delivered Monday morn- 
ing at the Macon auditorium before 
the convention of the Georgia Rural 
Letter Carriers’ Association, in an ad- 
dress which he gave on citizenship. 

“Give the negro the citizenship he 
is qualified to hold and not more,” 
the speaker said in his address; “You 
can’t make a government-controlling 
citizen out of a fhegro any more than 
‘you can make a race horse out of a 
mule. No government has ever been 
successfully operated by negroes. 
When you come to a question of law. 
you see what the recent decision of 
the supreme court has been with re- 
gard to the question in Texas. Rather 
than continue violating the law in re- 
fusing the negro a vote, we had bet- 
ter repeal the law that gave him the 
right to vote. Repeal the 14th and 
15th amendments and give him the 
citizenship he is qualified to hold.” 

His address followed that of Sam 
Rutherford, congressman from the 
sixth district, who spoke of labor con- 
ditions and the cotton market. Other 
speakers on the morning session were 
J. A. Giles, Macon, first president of 
the association, and George D. Grosse, 
Atlanta, another former president. 

The visitors were greeted’in behalf 
of the postal employes by E. C. Moore, 
clerk of the Macon postoffice. In be- 
half of the letter carriers, C. C. Wall, 
of Ellaville, responded, and Mrs. W 
DPD. Graham, Forsyth, for the members 
of the auxiliary. 

‘arly in his address Mr. Rivers told 
of “the need of a revival of old-time 
religion.” He referred to the activities 
of the Association for the advance- 
ment of Atheism and “the resulting 
destruction of the sanctity of the 
courts and of government itself.” The 
speaker averred that he had more re- 
spect for “the heathen who made hu- 
man sacrifices than for those who 
believed in nothing.” 

In closing he advocated free school 
hooks to be furnished for all the chil- 
dren. 

Representative Rutherford on 
Communism. 


Mr. Rutherford referred particular- 
ly to the unemployment situation at 
the present time and suggested as a 
relief measure the shutting off of im- 
migration. 

“There never has been as many 
people out of employment,” Mr. Ruth- 
erford said, “as there are at the pres- 
ent time. I want to shut off immigra- 
tion entirely until our own people 
have jobs.” 

He went on to speak of Mexican 
labor as competing with our own and 
added that “if the people were put to 
gainful occupation there would be no 
fear of communism spreading, but with 
unemployment and bread lines people 
will take any sort of propaganda.”

“The most important’ thing the 
teachers of vocational agriculture have 
before them in their conference this 
week,” said L. M. Sheffer, state su- 
pervisor of agricultural education, “is 
the selection of the farm enterprises 
that will be stressed during the com- 
ing year. We have always stood for 
a balanced farming program includ- 
ing cash, supply and soil improve- 
ment enterprises. We will continue 
to develop along the same lines, but 
expect to*give less attention to cot- 
ton and more to live stock and sup- 
ply crops. We also expect to empha- 
size forestry.”

New Freezing Process, Imprisoning 
Georgia Sunshine in Packed Peaches, 
To Bring Back Prosperity to Growers 


-Editor Coffstitution: Last week I 
watched the peach-freezing plant at 
Montezuma operated by Tom Huston 
Frozen Foods, Ine., under the process 
worked out by William R. Tucker. 
begin functioning experimentally and 
then quickly move off into*cOmmercia] 
operation. In 40 days the Parklap 
Construction Company, of New York 
and Tampa, builders of the great cold 
storage terminals at Tampa and Fort 
Pierce, had built and equipped the 
finest food products plant in the whole 
south for a new and experimental ip- 
dustry. Charles E. Lund, vice presi- 
dent, and J. V. Lund, secretary, had 
set a new mark in southern construc- 
tion reeords. 

Georgians should take a_ peculiar 
pride in the beginning of this indus- 
try which we know will go far and 
become great. Samuel H. Rumph, dis- 
coverer and disseminator of the El- 
berta peach, little more than 50 years 
ago, laid the foundations for the na- 
tion’s present great industry of trans- 
porting perishable crops to market. 
His work was done in Macon county. 
where the wonderful new playt work- 
ing. on the Tucker process is also 
located. Macon county bulks large 
in peach history. 

Sam Rumph ee ee peaches to 
New York from MarShallville in porta- 
ble freezers of his own design and 
build. They went by local freight to 
Savannah and thence by steamer to 
New York, most of the shipments ar- 
riving.in good ¢ondition. If Swift 
laid the foundations for the transpor- 
tation under refrigeration of the na- 
tion's meat supply, Sam Rumph did 
an even greater thing, for the nation 
eats more vegetables and fruit now 
than meat, and Sam Rumpb. Geor- 
gian, pioneered the refrigerated trans- 
portation of perishables.

Bill Tucker, from whose elbows the 
juice of red Indian peaches had drip- 
ped in boyhood, had a hunch that 
what the world would really want, 
when it knew it, is the tree-ripened, 
sun-kissed juicy peach that only 
Georgians know in summer, and only 
those Georgians who pick them from 
the trees dead ripe. He played this 
hunch in the face of discouragement 
that would have appalled one less op- 
timistic. When Washington made an 
exhibit of frozen fruits not so long 
ago the government bureaus furnish- 
ed every specimen except the peaches. 
They had sent to Tucker and secured 
the Cracker product as representative 
of the best state of the art. 


Like most of us of the generation 
in Georgia, Tucker’s early knowledge 
of cold storage was based on studies 
of the temperature of buttermilk in 
the jug hanging deep down in the old 
dry well in.fodder pulling time. Ad- 
mittedly his knowledge of mechanical 
refrigeration, was scanty, but I sub- 
mit that his knowledge of the peach 
was vast, and that is what counted. 
Research men of great technical skill 
wete following blind trails when the 
peach-eating Cracker ‘came along and 
showed them the way out. 


The California peach is regarded as 
a perfect canner; the growers admit 
it themselves and have spent thou- 
sands of dollars in propaganda to dis- 
credit the juicy Georgia peach. I have 
seen signs of their propaganda here in 
Georgia of late, and some things may 
have to be told yet. If their promo- 
tive organizations overstep the mark 
of fairness one more time something 
may be said on the subject. 


Saving a Losing Industry. 


I have myself seen thousands of 
bushels of the finest peaches on earth 
rotting in Georgia orchards. I saw 
the peach industry grow from Mar- 
shallville and Fort Valley to a dozen 
important districts, and I have seen 
its gradual decline. I know. that arc- 
tic cold and the Georgia sun now in 
combination effectively for the first 
time will make the Georgia peach come 
back as the state’s most famous and 
most profitable product. In the freez- 
ing tunnel. of such plants as that at 
Montezuma the imprisoned sunshine 
that escapes so quickly in nature can 
be held in the peach until the con- 
sumer can get his teeth into it. 

I do not blame the Californiaans 
for being skittish about any develop- 
ment that makes possible the delivery 
to the consumer anywhere of a ripe 
Georgia peach. Tom Huston, who 
ran a peanut into a fortune, is a gen- 
ius at merchandising, and he will 
carry on and improve and extend the 
Tucker discovery in his plants and 
laboratories until Tucker's ambition 
to make a staple of our flimsiest and 
finest perishable is absolutély realized. 

Sam Rumph, a Georgian, began it, 
without patenting a device, and 50 
years later Tucker took up the torch 
and carried on.

CHURCHES NOT COURTS. 

The governor of Virginia, John 
Garland Pollard, is an able ‘states-. 
man and, in his own words, “‘a life- 
long prohibitionist who is not yet 
willing to give up.” But in an ad- 
dress to the Maryland Baptist as- 
sembly he made a suggestion which 
has implications of much danger to 
the welfare of religion and the 
churches. 


He said “it is absurd for the 
churches to expect the state to send 
a man to jail for a crime when they 
are not willing to discipline their 
own members for becoming parties 
to that crime by purchasing and 
drinking bootleg whisky.” 

But the courts, even the supreme. 
court of the nation, have said that 
it is not a crime to purchase liquor 
from a bootlegger or any other 
dealer, so that a member of the 
church does not become a partner 
in the bootlegger’s crime. The | 
courts have held that it is no crime | 
under the law for a church member 
to -make intoxicants for his own 
use and that of his houséhold. 
Hence the enormous increase in the 
home-brew habits of the people. 

Governor PoHard does not advise 
wisely when he suggests that every 
church should become a _ police 
court for the trial and disciplining 
of its members. 

Even the disposition of many 
preachers to stigmatize for what 
they hold to be infractions in mat- 
ters not involving their religion 
has driven many thousands out - of 
the church and will drive many- 
fold more thousands from the 
churches if they must attend under 
such threat of court-martial as that 
suggested by Governor Pollard. 

The churches can. and used to 
exert strong, helpful, moral pres- 
Sure in favor of temperance, but 
they will more surely work through 
moral suasion instead of threats of 
driving out members. 

The old-time religion that “was 
good enough for our fathers” is still 
good enough for their posterity. 
Pure religion that centers in the 
hearts of men is yet the most pow- 
erful stimulant of the deeper and 
better human emotions. Those 
emotions that carry the powers: of 
truth, honesty, temperance_in all 
things and devotion to sacred things 
are aS much needed today as in 
any age past. 

It should be the ambition and 
mission of the churches to restore 
the power of such religion among 
the people. It cannot be done by 
threats of “excommunication.”

New Freezing Process, Imprisoning 
Georgia Sunshine in Packed Peaches, 
To Bring Back Prosperity to Growers 


Editor Coffstitution: Last week: I 
watched the peach-freezing plant at 
Montezuma operated by Tom Huston 
Frozen Foods, Inc., under the process 
worked eut by William R. Tucker. 
begin functioning experimentally and 
then quickly move off into mercial 
operation. In 40 days the Parklap 
Construction Company, of New York 
and Tampa, builders of the great cold 
storage terminals at Tampa and Fort 
Pierce, had built and equipped the 
finest food products plant in the whole 
south for a new and experimental ip- 
dustry.

The California peach is regarded as 
a perfect canner; the growers admit 
it themselves and have spent thou- 
sands of dollars in propaganda to dis- 
eredit the juicy Georgia peach. I have 
seen signs of their propaganda here in 
Georgia of late, and some things may 
have to be told yet. If their promo- 
tive organizations overstep the mark 
of fairness one more time something 
may be said on the subject. 

Saving a Losing Industry. 

I have myself seen thousands of 
bushels of the finest peaches on earth 
rotting in Georgia orchards. I saw 
the peach industry grow from Mar- 
shallville and Fort Valley to a dozen 
important districts, and I have seen 
its gradual decline. I know. that arec- 
tie cold and the Georgia sun now in 
combination effectively for the first 
time will make the Georgia peach come 
back as the state’s most famous and 
most profit@ble product. In the freez- 
ing tunnel. of such plants as that at 
Montezuma the imprisoned sunshine 
that escapes so quickly in nature can 
be held in the peach until the con- 
sumer can get his teeth into it, 


I do not blame the Californiaans 
for being skittish about any develop- 
ment that makes possible the delivery 
to the consumer anywhere of a ripe 
Georgia peach. Tom Huston, who 
ran a peanut into a fortune, is a gen- 
ius at merchandising, and he will 
carry on and improve and extend the 
Tucker discovery in his plants and 
laboratories until Tucker’s ambition 
to make a staple of our flimsiest and 
finest perishable is absolutely realized.

The adjournment of the special ses- 
sion of the senate today ended al- 
most 19 months of continuous meet- 
ings of congress, beginning with the 
last ‘session in the Coolidge adminis- 


tration which assembled in Decem- 
ber, 1928. 
President Hoover called congress 


into special session in April of 1929 
for consideration of farm relief and 
tariff revision. There was only an 
intermission of four weeks between 
this meeting and the end of the old 
congress on March 4 of that year. 
This special session continued until 
the opening of the regular session of 
congress last December, although both 
houses recessed over last July and 
August. 

Only three days elapsed between the 
close of the regular session on July 
3 and the opening of the sPecial SeSs- 
sion for the ‘treaty. Congress will 
reassemble for the short term in De- 
cember.

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_ WASHINGTON, July 21.—(/)— 
That $10,000,000,000 difference of 
opinion as to the true aggregate value 
of American railroads which long has 
exifted between the government and 
the railroad companies is now facing 
a real threat to its continued exist- 
ence. This was a view generally en- 
fertained in Washington’ government 
quarters most concer as well as iu 
some railroad circles, 

The great and sustained drop in 
commodity prices witn in the 
last year with its possible effects on 
wages and salaries, is the novel eco- 
nomic factor which now is considered 
to be foreshadowing a reconciliation 
in the important controversy. _ 

Faced with the task of finding a 
figure to represent the actual capital 
value of railroads—an essential point 
in determining reasonable rates an: 
fares for rail service—the interstate 
commerce commission after many 
years of inventory and —_ adopted 
a basis that roughly values the nation- 
al transport machine as worth $24,- 
000,000,000. A factor inthis esti- 
mate was the use of wage levels. 
prices, and material costs as they 
were in 1914 to determine the costs 
of reproduction of the whole immense 
structure. The. railroads, viewing 
among other things the long ascension 
in prices, wages, and costs which too 
place after 114, instituted immediate 
and somewhat successful contest 
against this figure. 

Partial Win. 


Their fight culminated, when the 
supreme court in a decision entered 
in the test case of the St. Louis’ & 
O'Fallon Railroad which was some- 
times referred to as the “greatest law 
suit in history,” conceded somewkat 
of the railroad’s argument. At least, 
the interstate commerce commission 
was ordered to go at the valuation 
problem again, and to give more 
weight to the factor of reproduction 
vosts in fixing its total. 

Using prices, costs, and wages of 
1920 and later years for fixing the re- 
production cost, the roads’ aggregate 
value probably would run to $36,- 
000,000,000, though the exact figure 
never has been authoritatively de- 
termined. The commission and the 
railroad representatives have since the 
O'Fallon decision gone into the sub- 
ject deeply, but have not yet been able 
to reach any new determination. 

In the interim, the great 1929-350 
drop in commodity prices has inter- 
vened, and members of the commission 
have been quick to emphasize its im- 
portance to the settlement. If the 
costs of reproducing the present rail- 
road property is going to settle down. 
again to what it was in 1914—though 
that is far from sure—the ground 
hitherto taken in the valuation argu- 
ment is destroyed. There are of course, 
other grounds that might be taken for 
its continuance, since the railroads 
would be entitled under some court de- 
cision to argue they ought to receive 
n return on the actual investment 
made in their properties. 

Followed Closely. 

Pregress of the current commodity 
riee adjustment, however, is now be- 
ing followed most closely by the com- 
mission members grappling with the 
problems, and present an_ entirely 
novel influence upon the situation. 

Theoretically, the determined valu- 
ation of railroad property is a most 
important guide to fixation of rates. 
But rate experts in _the light of expe- 
riences of years now discount its im- 
portance to that field most radically. 
The fact is they say that 75 cents of 
each dollar of rates received by the 
average railroad inevitably must be 
paid out in the form of wages and op- 
erating expenditutes; another 10 or 15 
cents go out in taxes, rentals, and like 
miscellanies. Boiling down findings, 
it appears that a final settlement of 
valuation rows in either direction—up 
or down—could hardly be expected to 
run rates either way more than 1 or 2 
per cent, 

Where the difference is of impor- 
tance, however, is in the determina- 
tion of the $400,000,000 more or less 
which the government claims under 
its valuation theories from the more 
prosperous lines as excess earnings 
they have been allowed to retain dur- 
ing the lust ten years. The law is 
that half of the return earned since 
1920, which shall be in the end set 
down as more than 6 per cent on rail- 
road valuation, can be taken by the 
government. These claims, hanging 
on the settlement of the dispute, run 
to totals of $30,000,000 and more 
against each of several great rail sys- 
tems, 

In consequence, the stock market 
fluctuations of securities of these par- 
ticular lines have been largely at» 
tributable to the speculative analysis 
of changing prospects as to the even- 
tual totals to be collected.

Hearing Draws Interest. 
Wall Street was greatly interested 
in the resumed hearing in the suit to 

revent a merger between Bethlehem 

teel and Youngstown Sheet and Tube. 
Last week President Grace, of Bethle- 
hem, was asked by counsel for the 
Cleveland interests that are trying to 
prevent the merger, what salary and 
bonus he drew from Bethlehem. Grace 
said he did not know the exact de- 
tails but would give them later. To- 
day he said under the bonus arrange- 
ment with Bethlehem he drew $1,623,- 
000 last year in addition to the regu- 
lar salary of $12,000. 

It was further brought out that 
Grace has been drawing this bonus for 
the past five and half years or dur- 
ing a period of some four years when 
Bethlehem Steel shareholders received 
no dividends. 

It is understood that some dozen 
executive officials of Bethlehem get 
an annual bonus which in the ag- 
gregate amounts to as much as the 
total received by President Grace. 

General Motors, the United States 
Steel Corporation and other large cor- 
porations have a bonus contract with 
executive officials, In each case the 
details are different. Andrew Car- 
negie was the first to make use of the 
bonus plan in this country. While 
building up the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany before its merger with-the steel 
corporation Carnegie, through the 
bonus system, madé Charles M. 


Schwab and dozens of other young ex- 
ecutives very rich men. 


When American Woolen Company 
got into deep financial water some 
years ago it was disclosed that Presi- 
dent Wood had an ae where- 
by he got a bonus running into seven 
figures a year based on a percentage 
of salex, not profits. built 
American Woolen up to the la 
company of its kind in the world but 
in the end the company had to be re- 
organized from top to bottom. 

Wall Street believes in the bonus 
system for executives. In many cases 
it has resulted in stimulating the ef- 
forts of executives. Some doubts 
were expressed today in the financial 
district, however, as to whether or not 
it was fair to stockholders to give ex- 
ecutive officials a bonus when the 
shareholders are receiving no divi- 
dends. 

Launch Advertising Campaign. 


The New York Stock Exchange 
house of Hornblower and Weeks hav- 
ing branches at Boston, Detroit, Provi- 
dence, Chicago, Cleveland, Pittsburgh 
and elsewhere are starting today a 
national advertising campaign with 
the following: “We consider the pres- 
ent market favorable for investment 
in standard American securities. Onr 
belief is based upon facts presented tn 
a special memorandum which we have 
prepared and which will be sent upon 
request.” The memorandum in effect 
points out that this is the time to 
make discriminating purchases of 
stocks because we have cheap nroney, 
cheap commodities and abundant la- 
bor. The belief is expressed that good 
stocks purchased now will show suab- 
stantial profits this year. Consider- 
ing the non-committal character of ad- 
vertising by stock brokers in general 
the foregoing is outstanding. 


While not willing to go.on record 
in a published statement people may 
be found in and out of Wall Street 
today who agree with the foregoing 
steck viewpoint. It is based: on the 
belief that the present situation and 
outook in a general way is the same 
as that existing in the late summer 
of 1921. Post-war deflation in com- 
modities and in the stock market had 
been completed and slow improvement 
in seine trade and in the stock mar- 
ket started. The low level on indus- 
trial stocks in the post-war deflation 
was made with the average at 66,24 
in August of 1921, which was a decline 
from the post-war high of 138.12. The 
real bull stock market started after 
the presidential election in 1924 on 
an unprecedented abundance of easy 
money and increasing general trade 
activity. Before the end of 1923, how- 
ever, the average price for industrials 
touched 118.44, an advance from 66.24 
to 118.44 in two and a half years 
may not be a wild bull stock market, 
but it certainly cannot be called a bear 
market. . 

Those who believe that the stock 
market is. going to improve slowly 
from now on with temporary reac- 
tions to correct technical sconditions 
fee] that liquidation has been complet- 
ed in commodities and in stocks. [m- 
provement will be slow because pretty 
much the rest of the world is still 
sick.

Today’s crash was one of the worst 
disasters in the history of British 
commercial aviation, because of the 
prominence of its victims as well as 
their number. It followed close upon 
another grewsome tragedy of the air 
which occurred July 7, when a Ger- 
man Dornier-Wal flying boat in the 
Steppin - Kalmar-Stockholm _ service, 
Was forced down in the Baltic near 
Bornholm and broke into bits in a 
stormy sea. In that disaster two 
Americans lost their lives, Dr. John 
IL Burkholder, of Mount Pleasant, 
Pa., and Miss Ruth Patricia Northrup, 
of Philadelphia, whose body was re- 
covered only last week. 

Lieutenant Colonel Henderson still 
was breathing when villagers reached 
his side. He died a few minutes later 
in a doctor’s house in the village. 

Investigators learned that all of the 
passengers, well known to each other, 
had spent a weék-end at the gay 
French resort. Lord Dufferin and Sir 
Edward had been staying over the 
week-end at Mrs. Loeffler’s villa, Lady 
Ednam was paying a’ visit to London 
after attending her sick husband‘ at 
Le Touquet. She had not originally 
booked af place in the plane, but, find- 
ing at the last minute that there was 
a vacant seat, had decided to make 
the journey. 

It was said tonight that Assistant 
Pilot Shearing had done much flying 
in America. He returned from there 
a year ago last October. 

Shortly before leaving the United 
States he was in an accident while 
attempting to land in a fog on Long 
Island. 

_On one occasion, it was stated here, 
his plane caught fire over Los An- 
geles. Shearing escaped by using a 
parachute.
